He resided in High River from 
1907 to 1921, as a member of The 
Times staff, and during that time 
was a most enthusiastic, and capable 
community worker, with a multitude 
of interests. Coming from lacrosse- 
loving Ontario, he was one of the 
promoters of the game in Southern 
Alberta and was a member of the 
High River team as well as an offic¬ 
ial. In hockey also, he participated 
actively and served in many capaci¬ 
ties for the advancement of town 
sport. Amongst offices which he fill¬ 
ed mo.-t capably in High River, might 
be included, secretary of High River 
Agricultural Society, and the Conser¬ 
vative Association and town coun¬ 
cillor for a term of years. One . of 
his hobbies was the obi Opera House 
of which he was manager, and in the 
old days before motion pictures, he 
brought many a good show to the 
town ami was known to “troupers” 
far'and wide. 

In 1921 he moved to Vulcan where 
he acted as manager of the Vulcan 
Advocate for Charles "Clark. This 
position he filled till 1929, when the 
connection was discontinued owing to 
ill health. He still retained his news¬ 
paper connections, however, by cor¬ 
respondence for city papers. 

All his life was spent in newspaper 
work. Horn in '1 oronto, 'Ontario in 
1872, he learned typesetting in Dun- 
das, and later moved to Chatsworth 
where he edited the Chatsworth 
News. Here he was married to Miss 
Emily . Cartridge, and the move West 
was made about 1907. 

Mr. Nelson was regarded as a 
splendid printer with a thorough 
knowledge of newspaper work,“and 
an absorbing interest in all phases of 
community life. 

At \ ulcan he was secretary-treas¬ 
urer of the old Community club, was 
a supporter of amateur sport and 
was prominent in, the Masonic, I.O.O.

GAS FACTORIES 

FOR NEXT BIG WAR 

^ & 

In the face of peace propaganda, 
nations prepare for war. Beverley 
Nichols continues his account of the 
newer and more potent devices for 
wiping out nations. This is from 
Dec. 15, Maclean’s magazine. 

Prof. J. S. Haldane, eminent scien¬ 
tist is of the school of thought that 
believes the notorious mustard gas 
of the great war is comparatively 
humane. Large quantities of explo¬ 
sives dropped on ,a great city would 
be more likely to be immediately ef¬ 
fective than poison gas. A really ef¬ 
fective air raid would cause incalcul¬ 
able damage without the aid of gas 
at all. Apart from those directly 
hit, a large body of civilians would 
be suffocated to death nr burned to 
death. So the two schools of thought- 
continue their argument as to wheth¬ 
er it is better to bum people to death 
or gas them to death. 

But it must always be remembered 
that gas will be used, and that it has 
advanced greatly in subtlety and po¬ 
tency since the war. The next war is 
not going to be a gentleman’s war 
and the flimsy paper declarations 
which statesmen have signed, will not 
withstand the white hot flames of 
hatred. Even though you achieved 
the internationalization of chemical 
factories involved in. producing and 
distributing the breath of the devil 
an outbreak of war would put a 
quick end to these elegant agree¬ 
ments. 

The average Englishman may say, 
“How do we know that the Huns, the 
French, the Russians (whatever our 
“enemies” may be) will get through 
at all. We have an air force.” 

The answer is that they have got 
through, and no great city can be de¬ 
fended against air attack. At the 
most recent Defence of London Air 
Manoeuvers, out of a total of 250 
planes which took part in a night air 
raid of London, only 16 were even 
discovered by searchlights, let alone 
shot down. 

The Earl of Halsbury, K.C., says: 
“Forty-two tons of mustard gas 
could wipe out every human soul in a 
huge area of London in twelve 
hours.” One R.A.F. bomber can car¬ 
ry two tons of bombs, so it would not 
take a large fleet to devastate a city 
completely. General Crozier says: 
“During the Great War, 380 tons of 
bombs were dropped on London. That 
quantity could now be delivered in 
less than twelve hours.” 

French Opinion 

French authorities say that 100 
airplanes each carrying a ton of gas 
could cover Paris with a gas cloud 
20 metres thick. This could be done 
in an hour and if there was no wind 
it would annihilate the city.. 

No Protection 

Thomas Edison said before his 
death: “Neither 1 nor any one of my 
acquaintances has discovered any 
protection against the airplane. There 
is in existence no means of prevent¬ 
ing a flotilla of plants, sweeping over 
a city or countryside and destroying 
millions. Lewisite, the most deadly 
poison gas yet produced, could choke 
London’s population to death in three 
hours, with only 20 to fifty airplanes 
required.” * 

America's Contribution 

In the last twelve years the effic¬ 
iency of aircraft and poison gas has 
immensely increased. In fadt the 
clumsy gas of war years is now obso¬ 
lete. It is a little difficult fo obtain 
accurate iffformation as plants afe 
averse to publicity. 

At present, it would seefh' the most 
energetic production of poison gas is 
in America. “At Ed^ewood a huge 
gas poison plant is built costing 45 
million dollars. It has 218 manufac¬ 
turing buildings and immense trans¬ 
portation facilities. In it 1000 tons 
of poison gases are kept in stock, and 
plant capacity is said to be 800 tons 
a day.” This means that this factory 
could produce in two months as much 
gas as Germany used in the entire 
war. 

England Busy 

England is not far behind. Near 
Salisbury is the Government Chemi¬ 
cal Warfare Experimental Station, 
where poison gas products from St. 
Helen’s, Lancashire, are tested 1 . Ev¬ 
ery conceivable conditions obtainable 
in physical results are- tested. Ex¬ 
periments must be and are made on 
living victims, animal and human. 
Each hut is a laboratory and death 
house. Since 1916 to the present ex¬ 
periments have been carried on con¬ 
tinuously. Thousands of animals, hor¬ 
ses, cats “'rabbits, rats and mice, have 
been used in the experiments. 

Experts in every country and from 
every experience, all state as a fact 
almost too obvious to be mentioned, 
that no great city can be defended 
from the air and that millions will 
therefore be subjected in event of 
war to the deadliest gases with 
which bombs can be filled.
